REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Macaulay says, ‘‘ A perfect historian must possess an imagi- 
nation sufficiently powerful to make his narrative affecting and 
picturesque, yet must content himself with the materials which 
he finds,” so we, to write a history of the school work of last 
year would be obliged to give you small details which would 
be very uninteresting to the average taxpayer or parent. 

The statistical and financial reports speak for themselves. 
The money appropriated for sanitary improvements in the vil- 
lage school building has been expended for that purpose and 
they are much appreciated. The special appropriation, as 
was expected, was insufficient for the work, but the balance 
has been made up from the money allowed for repairs. 

With the exception of the North Pembroke schoolhouse, all 
necessary repairs have been made on the various buildings. 
We would recommend an appropriation for a new building in 
that section to replace the old one which does not warrant the 
expenditure of money for repairs, and is unfit for school pur- 
poses. 

In the choice of teachers and the conduct of the work we 
_have tried to do our duty, and leave it with you to decide as 
to the success which has attended our efforts to increase the 
value of the work in our schools. 

We trust the town will give the new state law, providing for 
a supervisory school district, a fair trial, in order to see if by 
educated supervision the schools of this vicinity cannot be 
graded, the standing raised, and the teachers aided to accom- 
plish better work. ‘‘If the people generally knew how much 
better schools they might have than those that they do now 
have, and for no more cost, it is impossible to believe that 
they would not bestir themselves to effect reforms.” 
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The music training is steadily advancing, and many schol- 
ars, who last year seemed indifferent or backward, have this 
year showed marked improvement. ‘The May festival was a 
orand success both as to quality of work and financially. 
Much credit is due Mrs. Peabody for her untiring efforts, and 
also to those who so ably assisted her in the work of prepara- 
tion. The proceeds were divided among the schools, some 
purchasing needed reference books, others pictures, while at 
the village, the money was added to a subscription already 
raised and a piano was purchased for the building. 

Teachers and friends are every year taking more interest in 
the decoration of school rooms, and at this time we would call 
your attention to the ‘‘ Perry Pictures,” as a cheap method of 
bringing noted pictures by the old masters and noted artists 
before the children, thus educating them to know and love 
good pictures. A great work is being done in many places 
along this line and it is wonderful how familiar children 
become with names of artists, authors, and public peo- 
ple, together with their lives, homes, and works. ‘‘If chil- 
dren are daily surrounded by those influences that elevate 
them, that make them clean and well ordered, that make them 
love flowers and pictures, and proper decorations, they at last 
reach that degree of culture where nothing else will please 
them.” 

A course of study has been formulated which will be put 
into effect at the beginning of the school year next fall. We 
believe such a schedule will be welcomed by pupils and parents 
as a guide, will serve as something of a test as to the real 
work accomplished by teachers and pupils, systematize the 
efforts of all and bring about more satisfactory and economi- 
cal results. We commend the interest shown by the teachers 
in their work, in holding teachers’ meetings, striving to get at 
the best results and raise the standing of the schools. 

The enumeration of children of school age required by law, 
was made in April. The following recapitulation of the de- 
tailed result is worthy of study:

The winter term has been much broken up by the measles 
epidemic. The schools at Buckstreet and North Pembroke 
were closed three weeks on this account, and the percentage of 
attendance much lowered in other schools by reason of it, 
though not enough to warrant temporary closing.
